“Article 37. Of the Civil Ma- 
giftrate. 


“* The Queens Majefty hath the Chief 
“ Power in this Realm of England, and o- 
“-ther her Dominiens, Unto . whom the 
“© Chief Government of all Eftates of this 
“* Realm, whether they be Ecclefiaftical or 
“© Civil, in all Caufes doth appertain, and 
** is not, nor ought to be. fubject to any Fo- 
© reign Jurifdiction. 

“ Whereas we attribute to the Queen’s 
Majefty the Chief Government, by which 
“ Titles we Underftand the Mindes ef fome 
 flanderous Folks to be Offended: We 
give not to our Priuces ,the Miniftring 
either of God’s Word, or of the Sacra- 
ments, the which thing the Injunétions 
“© alfo lately fet forth by Elizabeth. our 
* Queen, do moft plainly teftify - but chat 
only Prerogative which we {ce to have 
been given always to all godly Princes in 
“© Holy Scriptures by God himfelf ;, chat is, 
¢' that they fhou’d Rule all Eltates and De- 
grees committed to their Charge by God,
